1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 
(By  Ballot) 


2.  Amend  Article  No.  1  Preamble  to  include  this  Town  Meeting 
date  and  make  certain  changes  in  the  preamble.  (Planning  Board 
Approved  this  amendment.)  (By  Ballot) 

3.  Amend  Article  III,  Definitions  by  deleting  "N.  Dwelling 
Unit,,  and  inserting  a  new  definition  of  "N.  Dwelling  Unit".  (The 
Planning  Board  approves  this  amendment.)  (By  Ballot) 

4.  Amend  Article  IV  General  Provisions  by  deleting  "B. 
Sanitary  Protection"  and  inserting  a  new  "B.  Sanitary  Protection" 
making  more  specific  reference  to  individual  septic  systems  and  to 
the  Town  Sewer  System.  (The  Planning  Board  approves  this 
amendment.)  (By  Ballot) 

5.  Amend  Article  V  Residential  District  which  provides  for 
home  occupation  uses  by  special  exception  reduces  minimum  lot 
sizes  from  one  (1)  acre  to  one-half  (Vi)  acre  per  dwelling  unit  keeps 
present  set  back  provisions  and  ban  on  mobile  homes,  and  allows 
for  illuminated  signs.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  for  the  revaluation  of  all  taxable 
and  non-taxable  property  and  raise  the  sum  of  $60,000  by  the  is- 
suance of  serial  notes  or  bonds  not  to  exceed  $60,000  under  and  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  take  any  ac- 
tion relating  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through 
Tax  Collector's  Deed,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto.

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SELECTMEN'S   REPORT   —   1980 

The  Town  of  Wilton  ended  the  year's  operations  with  a  modest 
($6,757.53)  increase  in  surplus  which  means  that  the  Budget, 
prepared  in  early  1980,  was  essentially  on  target.  The  1980  tax  rate 
is  set  by  the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  1980  Budget. 

The  very  high  inflation  rate  experienced  in  1980  forced  the 
Selectmen  to  curtail  service  wherever  possible  and  still  stay  within 
the  overall  Budget. 

As  the  reader  might  know  already,  for  every  tax  dollar  paid  to 
the  Town  the  Selectmen  control  only  23C.  This  is  the  portion  ear- 
marked for  the  Town  appropriation.  71 C  out  of  every  dollar  is  for 
expenses  of  the  local  school  system;  6C  out  of  every  dollar  is  for  the 
Hillsboro  County  assessment.  In  other  words  the  Selectmen  have 
absolutely  no  control  over  77C  out  of  every  dollar  levied  for  taxes  in 
1980. 

The  pages  of  this  report  include  details  pertaining  to  the  Town's 
financial  condition,  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and 
many  other  reports  prescribed  by  law  and  custom. 

The  Selectmen  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  invaluable 
assistance  rendered  by  the  many  committees  and  boards,  although 
unpaid  volunteers  discharged  their  duties  in  a  most  professional 
manner.

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REPORT   OF   THE 
WILTON    POLICE   DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1980  has  been  a  trying  one  for  all  town  departments 
with  costs  skyrocketing. 

To  combat  the  problem  of  gas  increases  we  have  limited  our  per 
shift  mileage  and  have  been  concentrating  on  a  selective  enforce- 
ment program  that  seems  to  be  working  well  for  the  town. 

During  the  summer  months  we  employed  a  special  officer  one 
evening  a  week  to  walk  the  downtown  area  to  help  curb  the  juvenile 
problem  and  found  this  most  effective  as  the  criminal  mischief 
complaints  dropped  drastically. 

Once  again  the  number  of  complaints  has  gone  up  and  for  the 
first  time  in  well  over  140  years  the  department  was  faced  with  two 
homicides  that  required  untold  man-hours  from  members  of  the 
department  assisting  the  State  Police  who  handled  the  investiga- 
tions. 

In  July  we  were  fortunate  in  hiring  Edward  Savoy  as  a  Special 
Officer.  Ed  came  to  us  from  California  where  he  had  spent  several 
years  on  the  Inglewood  California  Police  Department.  We  also 
were  fortunate  to  have  the  Selectmen  grant  us  authority  to  use  Ed's 
trained  German  Shepherd.  The  dog  has  been  invaluable  in 
searching  buildings  found  open  by  the  night  shift  officers. 

We  have  seen  several  other  personnel  changes  this  year  with 
Michael  Arena  replacing  Paul  Spinosa  and  Robert  Maguire  taking 
over  for  Donald  Pare.  Arena  attended  the  51st  Police  Academy  and 
Maguire  is  scheduled  to  attend  in  March  of  1981. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  department  and  to  the  citizens  of  Wilton  for  their 
continued  support.

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WILTON    FIRE   DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Department  had  a  few  members  retire  this  year.  Some 
had  as  many  as  30  years  with  the  department.  I  wish  to  thank  them 
for  the  many  years  of  service  to  the  department  and  the  communi- 
ty. 

There  was  an  increase  in  fires  this  year  and  again  the  one 
leading  the  list  was  chimney  fires.  The  high  cost  of  oil  has  caused  a 
number  of  people  to  put  in  wood  and  coal  stoves.  Sometimes  these 
are  put  in  old  chimneys  and  this  coupled  with  poor  installation  led 
to  problems  and  chimney  fires. 

We  had  several  structural  fires  this  year.  In  two  of  the  cases 
there  was  a  total  loss  of  property.  In  another,  there  was  loss  of  pro- 
duction for  a  short  while,  as  it  was  in  a  manufacturing  complex. 
Any  fire  is  a  serious  loss  to  those  involved  and  it  becomes  especially 
serious  when  it  involves  your  home  or  place  of  work. 

Fire  Department  training  goes  on  each  year.  There  never  can  be 
too  much  of  this  done,  although  at  times  it  becomes  repetitious. 
However,  monthly  drills  are  held  and  when  weather  permits, 
training  meetings  are  held  more  often.  There  are  several  schools 
that  are  available  and  these  are  attended  by  Fire  Department  per- 
sonnel. 

I  want  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  for  their 
many  services  during  the  year  and  I  also  want  to  thank  the  Police 
and  Ambulance  personnel  for  their  assistance.  I  also  want  to  wish 
each  of  you  a  fire  safe  year  in  1981.

At  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Wilton  School  District  Auditorium  the 
Meeting  was  opened  by  the  Moderator  with  the  reading  of  the  War- 
rant. The  Moderator  then  recessed  the  Meeting  until  the  Town 
Clerk  and  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  could  get  to  the  Meeting 
from  tallying  the  day's  votes. 

The  Meeting  reconvened  at  8:40  p.m.  going  to  Article  3,  as 
previous  Articles  were  voted  by  ballot. 
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Stuart  Draper  moved  Gail  Proctor  be  appointed  Auditor  for  the 
two-year  term  and  Howard  Mason,  Auditor  for  the  one-year  term. 
Greg  Bohosiewicz  seconded,  nominations  closed,  voice  vote 
approved.  Hubert  Hoover  moved  the  Old  Boards  serve,  seconded 
by  Greg  Bohosiewicz.  Peg  Hardy  nominated  Glory  Ann  Bier  as 
Library  Trustee,  seconded  Spencer  Brookes  and  Earl  Watts.  Voice 
vote  approved. 

Charles  McGettigan  noted  we  have  a  vacancy  on  the  Nashua 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  Stephen  Berger  volunteered  to 
serve.

Article  4.  Authorizing  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Moved  by  Charles  McGettigan  Jr., 
seconded  by  Cheryl  Burns.  Question  by  James  Miller  on  interest 
rate  at  this  time.  Earl  Watts  answered  a  N.H.  town  borrowed,  this 
date,  at  rate  of  9.24%  interest.  Voice  vote  approved. 

Article  5.  Richard  Greeley  motioned  the  Selectmen  be  autho- 
rized to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  Seconded  by  Charles  McGet- 
tigan Jr.  and  Joseph  Pollock.  Voice  vote  approved. 

Article  6.  Robert  Harrison  motioned  the  Town  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $544,754.27,  a  sum  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee,  minus  Articles  #13,  12,  11,  10  and  8  being 
money  Articles  yet  to  follow  and  not  to  include  item  in  budget 
called  Advertising  and  Regional  Association  dues  as  someone 
wished  to  discuss  that  item.  Seconded  by  Cheryl  Burns.  The 
Moderator  recognized  Donna  Hoover  who  spoke  to  amend  the 
budget  by  $539.00  for  the  Monadnock  Regional  Association.  Sec- 
onded by  Howard  Mason.  Standing  vote  on  amendment  to  budget 
Motion.  Motion  defeated  No  82,  Yes  57.  Thomas  Mitchell  ques- 
tioned differences  in  Election,  Police,  Recycle  Center  budgets. 
Selectmen  answered  that  last  year  one  election  opposed  to  four  this 
year.  Recycle  Center  difference  was  cutting  down  the  oil  after  much 
study.  Thomas  Mitchell  then  questioned  Town  Maintenance  from 
request  to  what  Budget  Committee  recommended.  Charles  McGet- 
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tigan  responded  that  the  Selectmen  have  no  quarrel  with  the  figures 
the  Budget  Committee  recommended  with  the  exception  of  the  Re- 
surfacing account  and  the  Selectmen  would  like  to  increase  that 
figure  from  $25,000  to  $35,000.  Charles  McGettigan  motioned  the 
resurfacing  budget  be  increased  from  $25,000  to  $35,000,  seconded 
by  Eddie  Lamminen.  Frank  Carpenter  discussed  the  cost  of  re- 
surface materials  and  will  the  $10,000  increase  be  adequate. 
Charles  McGettigan  responded  they  will  compromise.  Voice  vote 
approved  amendment  to  resurface  account.  Stephen  Berger  asked 
about  increase  in  salaries  of  Town  employees.  Stuart  Draper  re- 
sponded that  Town  employees'  salaries  were  budgeted  with  an  8% 
increase.  Steven  Dunn  questioned  what  happens  to  the  money  not 
spent  from  previous  year.  Charles  McGettigan  responded  it  goes 
back  to  the  general  fund  and  is  a  surplus.  Check  for  carry-overs  in 
balance  sheet.  David  Gilmartin  asked  how  much  was  not  carried 
over.  Selectmen  asked  they  turn  to  page  18  and  explained  dif- 
ferences. After  discussion  closed  the  Moderator  asked  to  vote  on 
main  motion  as  amended  for  a  budget  figure  of  $554,754.27,  not 
including  12,  13,  11,  10  and  8.  Voice  vote  carried  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7.  Richard  Greeley  motioned  authorizing  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for  and  accept  any  Federal  Grants  which  may  become 
available,  seconded  by  Emily  Giffin.  Hubert  Hoover  asked  if  this 
includes  Revenue  Sharing  monies  may  be  disbursed  without  vote  of 
the  Town  Meeting.  Richard  Greeley  responded  that  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  have  their  own  rules  and  regulations  by  which  they 
are  disbursed.  Voice  vote  carried  this  motion. 

Article  8.  Spencer  Brookes  motioned  to  have  the  Town  instruct 
the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  transfer  a  sum  of  money,  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  from  the  Roland  Cooley  Fund  income,  and  transfer 
said  money  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Wilton  Public  and  Gregg  Free 
Library.  The  Library  Trustees  will  use  the  money  for  the  National 
Register  project  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto.  Seconded 
by  Samuel  Kaymen  and  Emily  Giffin.  Eddie  Lamminen  explained 
that  the  Town  Attorney  believed  this  article  should  not  be  passed 
by  the  Town  the  way  it  is  written.  Specifically  the  "or  take  any  ac- 
tion relating  thereto"  was  in  question  legally.  This  article  was  a 
petition  article  and  wording  cannot  be  changed.  Jean  Pollock  asked 
the  Moderator  if  we  could  vote  the  article  down  now  and  bring  the 
article  with  corrections  under  Article  14  concerning  any  other 
business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  Meeting.  Mrs.  Fanny 
Myers  asked  about  the  advantages  of  being  in  the  National 
Register.  Spencer  Brookes  responded.  The  Moderator  asked  the 
Town  Meeting  to  vote  on  Article  8.  Not  approved  by  a  voice  vote. 
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Article  9.  Greg  Bohosiewicz  moved  the  Article  to  vote  to  adopt 
the  provisions  of  RSA  245:6  allowing  the  position  of  Highway 
Agent  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Seconded  by 
Joseph  Pollock.  Much  discussion  ensued  concerning  the  Town 
losing  privilege  of  choosing  their  Road  Agent.  One  of  the  peti- 
tioners responded  that  appointing  would  give  a  Road  Agent  job 
security.  After  much  discussion,  Emily  Giffin  requested  a  paper 
ballot,  Moderator  ruled  only  one  request  for  paper  ballot,  his 
prerogative  unless  7  or  more  request  paper  ballot  he  would  overrule 
the  paper  ballot.  A  call  to  move  the  question,  voice  vote  approved 
appointing  the  Road  Agent. 

Article  10.  Moderator  raised  question  relating  to  the  wording  in 
the  Article  of  purchase  or  construction  of  a  Town  Medical  Facility 
for  the  sum  of  $80,000  as  the  wording  in  the  Warrant  posted  did 
not  agree  with  the  Warrant  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  The 
Selectmen  stated  they  would  have  to  go  get  the  petition  article  from 
the  town  office.  A  motion  was  made  by  Earl  Watts  to  postpone 
discussion  of  Article  10  until  after  Article  11,  seconded  by  Stuart 
Draper.  The  Moderator  then  called  a  ten  minute  recess  so  the 
Selectmen  may  check  on  the  petition  article. 

Article  1 1 .  Frank  Carpenter  moved  the  Article  concerning  the 
Town  purchasing  the  main  street  vacant  lot  for  a  parking  lot,  pres- 
ently owned  by  Samuel  Proctor  and  Stuart  Draper,  for  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $51,900.  Seconded  by  Elizabeth  Drolet.  Mrs.  Drolet  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  Wilton  Businessmen's  Association  that  they  have 
pledges  at  this  time  in  the  amount  of  $12,000  from  the  merchants 
for  the  purchase  of  this  land  and  to  help  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
property.  Richard  Greeley  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men stating  they  did  not  feel  the  Town  should  get  into  business  of 
parking  lots,  also  that  our  taxes  reflect  a  $1.00  increase  for  every 
$15,000  the  Town  spends.  Robert  Harrison  stated,  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report,  the  Budget  Committee  did  not  recommend  this  pur- 
chase. Frank  Millward  stated  he  felt  that  lot  was  already  too  small. 
Michael  Greeley  stated  he  has  never  been  able  to  park  here  because 
the  merchants'  cars  take  the  whole  lot.  Spencer  Brookes  com- 
plained about  Municipal  Employees  parking  on  the  main  street. 
Hubert  Hoover  stated  if  there  is  not  adequate  parking  in  town  the 
businesses  will  have  to  go  somewhere  else.  Samuel  Kaymen  asked 
about  the  taxes  collected  on  this  lot  now.  Much  discussion  back  and 
forth  ensued  as  to  reasons  why  or  why  not  to  purchase  this  lot. 
Standing  vote  defeated  this  Article  -  No  75,  Yes  59.

Paper  ballot  vote  by 
checklist.  Article  defeated  -  No  107,  Yes  21. 

Article  1 1 .  Earl  Watts  moved  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  as  setoffs  against  bud- 
geted appropriation  for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in 
amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any  other  action  hereon: 
Fire  truck  (Tanker  balance)  $  5,346.00 

Library  (renovations)  8,000.00 

Planning  Board  (tape  recorder)  357.00 

Police  6,300.00 

$20,003  .00 

Seconded  by  Cheryl  Burns.  Voice  vote  approved. 

Article  13.  Earl  Watts  moved  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $20,000  to  be  put  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
seconded  by  Joseph  Pollock,  Sr.  Voice  vote  approved. 

Article  14.  Spencer  Brookes  motioned  to  see  if  the  Town  wishes 
to  instruct  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  transfer  a  sum  of 
money,  not  to  exceed  $500  from  the  Roland  R.  Cooley  Fund  in- 
come, and  transfer  said  money  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Wilton  Public 
and  Gregg  Free  Library.  The  Library  Trustees  will  use  the  money 
for  the  National  Register  Project.  Seconded  by  Earl  Watts.  Voice 
vote  approved  this  Article. 

Earl  Watts  wished  a  resolution  to  have  public  acknowledgement 
of  the  more  than  quarter  century  of  devoted  and  unselfish  service 
performed  by  Evelyn  Foster  for  the  people  of  Wilton  through  her 
work  at  the  Wilton  Public  and  Gregg  Free  Library.  This  resolution 
followed  by  applause  of  appreciation. 

Philip  Heald  wished  to  ask  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  search  future  uses  of  Carnival  Hill  for  the  people  of  Wilton.

Charlie  then  spoke  to  the  Town  Meeting  reflecting  on  his 
twenty-four  years  as  Selectman  with  more  good  years  than  bad. 
That  maybe  someday  he'll  return  to  public  office  again.  He 
thanked  everyone  for  their  continued  support  through  the  twenty- 
four  years. 

Jean  Pollock  motioned  to  adjourn  at  11:34  p.m.  Seconded  by 
Cheryl  Burns.  Voice  vote  approved.

The  school  year  1979-1980  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  two 
hundred  fifty-nine  pupils.  One  new  full  time  staff  member  and  one 
new  part  time  staff  member  was  added  to  the  Wilton  Elementary 
School  Staff.  As  of  February  1981,  we  have  two-hundred  seventy 
pupils  attending  the  Wilton  Elementary  School. 

Miss  Cathy  Bowman  was  employed  as  Special  Needs  Teacher. 
This  program  will  be  in  its  first  year  on  a  full  time  basis.  A  program 
of  this  type  is  necessary  in  helping  children  to  overcome  their  areas 
of  weakness  in  the  various  phases  of  the  curriculum. 

Mrs.  Sandra  Hall  was  employed  as  our  instructor  of  instrumen- 
tal music  on  a  part  time  basis.  It  has  been  through  her  time  and 
continuing  effort  that  we  have  been  able  to  enjoy  the  instrumental 
music  provided  by  the  children. 

The  P.T.O.  has  been  hard  at  work  this  year.  They've  held 
suppers,  bake  sales,  and  other  fund  raising  projects  and  have  been 
a  great  support  to  the  Wilton  School  System. 

The  Library  is  well  established  and  operating  very  well.  All  the 
new  furniture  and  books  have  made  the  Library  and  Resource 
Room  a  valuable  asset  for  our  pupils. 

Mr.  William  Johnson  has  continued  as  our  custodian  with  the 
help  of  Mrs.  Andrea  Foxx  as  matron.  They  have  done  a  good  job  in 
keeping  the  school  appearance  neat  and  clean. 

Through  our  Staff  Development  Program,  there  is  a  continued 
effort  in  establishing  continuity  in  the  curriculum  between  Lynde- 
borough  Central  and  Wilton  Elementary  Schools  in  preparing  the 
pupils  for  entry  into  the  Wilton-Lyndeborough  Cooperative 
School.  The  staff  has  attended,  in  part  or  in  total,  workshops  on 
precision  teaching,  education  for  gifted,  and  child-abuse  educa- 
tion. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Staff,  School  Board 
Members,  and  the  Townspeople  for  their  continued  support  in  their 
school  system.
